' stock market. To<lny u largo pro- 
lortloii of them hM»k back with ic- 
gret that they ever joined that army, 
lumbering in the iiilUionn, who be¬ 
lieve there are ca.sy prolltn to bo J'sd 
from security speculation. Within 
the la.sl six weeks thousands of trad- 
el's have lo.it not only the profits 
which they had accumulated, but a.s 
well a sub.staniial portion, if not all, 
of their original capital. This has 
all come about from the fact that the 
last month and a half wltno.<3sed four 
liquidations on the stock market, the 
most severe of which was the tiilrd 
week, and during the shaip br/;aks 
in stock prices many pcope who trade 
on a margin have been unable to 
meet the calls of their brokers for 
additional fund.s, with the result that 
their accounts have been closed out 
The losses have aggregated several 
billions. I 

The unfortun.ate part of such per- 
iod.s of liquidation Is that it hits hard 
est those least able to stand the los.s. 
From time to lime large speculators 
arc caught In rapidly failing markets 
and are ‘*wii>ed out,” but the chances 
of this group surviving mad market 
reaction.'; are very much bi tter than 
are those of the small outsliicr wlw 
barcH his trading upon ”tipV’ ard 
“hunches.” The latlcr usually oper¬ 
ates upon a .small margin, and con¬ 
sequently at the flrrt appreciable 
break of price.s he either has to put 
additional funds into his brokerage 
•account in ord'»r to maintain the 
stipulated margin, or else is sold out 
It a lo.ss. Little wonder that when 
betweeen September 3 and October 
24 many aUcks declined 30 to 40 per 
2 ent or more in value, thou.sands of 
;uch traders should find that their 
‘.ccountn had been liquidated, vrith 
'esulting large losses to them. 

Large traders, on the other hand, 
nake a study of the stock market 
md the factors which are likely to 
nfluence it, just as the ordinary man 
itudi’js his busines.s. In some in¬ 
stances, It is true, the study appears 
ather cupoificial and in.^ilgniikant, 
mt npvc^thUe.^s it serves a distinct 
purpo.se and givc.s these indiviJuals 
a great advantage over the outsider. 
And of equal importance is the fact 
that the leading traders frequently 
have “inside” information upon which 
they arc able to act to ihoir advant¬ 
age. The net result U that in the 
majority of cases the professional 
speculator is cither "out of the mar¬ 
ket” when a major reaction come.s, or 
else lia.s so .secured hi.s holdings of 
securities that he has liUle fear of 
calls being made upon him for addi¬ 
tional margin. In o'.hcr v/oid^;, the 
professional speculator is able to ride 
out the liquidation, ar.d probably buy 
additional sIocUh when they arc lew, 
while the .'peculaLlng shoe cobbler 
and hi.o. like go into the liqulda'ion 
in an overloaded condition and sooner 
or later flounder and tink. 

It is luk to be .'iUppo.scJ, however, 
that even the experis can always 
foretell a reaction in the market. 
Very far from it. The mo.^t expens¬ 
ive rtock market economic service in 
the world would not assure one 
against being caught from time tc 
time. Otheiwirc the clement of risk 
would be eliminated from one of llic 
most complicated and sensitive bu:il-

The true condition may be an ulcer of 
the stomach, inflammation of the 
gall-bladder, chronic constipation, 
"hion^c appendicitis, or some one or

gigestion. 

TTnfortunatcly because indigo.stio^ 
is a common complaint it is von 
>ftcn treated lightly, nnd the genera 
tcndancy is for the sufferer to dose 
himself with laxatives or try one of 
the many which his well 

meaning, but medically Ignorant fri¬ 
ends will offer as a cure. Soda is often 
taken in large amounts, regularly or 
frequently, by numbers of persons 
with the idea that their trouble lien in 
the pre.*»ence of too much acid in their 
•stomachs. If digestion is to take place 
in the stomach, acid must be present, 
and large doses of soda merely inter 
fere wit^i normal digestion. 

In certain cases, bran and loughagc 
in the diet are desirable in order to 
overcome constipation. If the digest 
ive organs are irritable, it is mo.'^t 
likely that a .‘smooth, soft diet is whit 
is required. 

Thc.so points arc mentioned in order 
to make clear that the proper treat¬ 
ment of indigestion depends, fiirt of 
all, upon finding out the cause. If this 
is not done actual harm results, and 
the condition tends to become chronic 
and increa.^ingly difficult to treat.
